ALLIANCE & Leicester has said it 
is closing its call centre at Charter 
House putting 128 jobs at risk. 

It means that one of the last major 
employers to use the Charter House, which 
dominates the Ashford skyline, has now pulled 
out of the building. 

The nine-story block currently advertises 
itself as having the cheapest offices available 
in Ashford. 

Alliance’s new owner, Spanish Bank 
Santander, says it wants to concentrate 
operations in the north of the country. 

Unions at the company had hoped to 
persuade management that a new long-term 
contract could be signed that would keep 
the Charter House site open. The company 
first suggested it might be pulling out of 
Ashford just over a year ago. 

Nigel Cotgrove from the Communication 
Workers Union said: “This is a bitter blow to 
our har-working members who are among 
the best performing staff in the whole 
Bank. This news is all the more disappoint¬ 
ing given the impressive profits achieved by 
Santander UK.” 

The contact centre deals with current accounts 
and savings calls for Alliance & Leicester 
customers. It was opened in 1985 but will now 
close in June. 

Mr Cotgrove said: ‘We have urged Santander 
to use our skilled members as the core of a new 
long-term contact centre in Ashford. However, 
we have been unable to convince the bank to 
reverse its decision. 

‘We are now focusing on options to keep as

Don't build on 
our patch, say 
campaigners

AN ESTATE in Kennington 
is fighting to safeguard its 
'village green’ once and for 
all against future housing 
development. 

Residents living around Bybrook 
Road have made an application to 
Kent County Council to give the 
grassed area on the corner of 
Beechholme Drive and Grasmere 
Road village green status so it cannot 
be built on, after Ashford council 
proposed building an eco homes 
development on the site in 2008. 

Evidence 

The hearing was held at 
Kennington United Reformed Church 
in Faversham Road in front of an 
independent planning inspector. 

Local people gave evidence as to 
why they felt the land should become 
a village green. 

Resident Evelyn Morrison said: 
“Where I live I have a good view of 
this patch of ground. On Sunday 
there were 15 children there playing 
and enjoying themselves. 

“The smaller children like to play 
football there. They bring and take 
away their own set of goal posts every 
night. When we had the snow they 
were building snowmen. I have never 
had any trouble with them.” 

She also denied claims made by 


those wanting to build the eco homes 
scheme that abandoned cars and rub¬ 
bish caused problems at the site. 

She said: “I hope we can keep it a 
green space because there are so many 
things that could be done with it.” 

Hyde Housing Association put in 
a planning application to build 19 
eco homes on the site designed to 
use the latest sustainable technolo¬ 
gy to minimise their impact on the 
environment. 

It had hoped to start building the 
project last year but the application to 
give the land village green status has 
delayed the project. 

William Clarke, another resident, 
said the ground was one of the few 
places where children could play safely 
in the area. 

He said: “I have lived in this area 
for 30 years and that ground has 
always been used for recreational 
use. It is the piece of land near 
the blocks of flats where people 
naturally congregate.” 

Ashford council’s legal representa¬ 
tives then gave evidence as to why 
they felt the village green application 
should be rejected. 

Planning Inspector, Lana Wood, 
explained that she would not deter¬ 
mine the outcome of the application. 

She said: “After I have heard the 
evidence I will write a report for the 
KCC planning committee to consider 
and also advise on any legal matters 
that may arise. They may reject my 
recommendations.”

many people in jobs as possible 
through redeployment or relocation to 
other jobs in Santander.” 

A voluntary redundancy scheme 
has also been launched for employees. 

A spokesman from Alliance and 
Leicester said: “Carlton Park in 
Leicester and Bootle in Merseyside 
are strategically important sites for 
us in the UK and as such ones that 
will be a focus for the consolidation of 
our operations. 

“All staff will be offered relocation or 
redeployment to other roles in the 
region where Santander has approxi¬ 
mately 90 vacancies in the South East. 

Uncertainty 

“This decision may lead to a num¬ 
ber of redundancies where staff, do 
not wish to relocate and redeploy¬ 
ment is not found, although it is 
hoped these will be voluntary. 

“There is never a good time to 
announce changes such as this and 
we are acutely aware of the uncer¬ 
tainty staff are facing. 

“We would thank them for their 
continued professionalism and 
co-operation.” 

Dukelease Properties, the compa¬ 
ny that owns and manages Charter 
House, refused to comment. 

Eurostar passengers 
left in the dark again 

SEVEN hundred passengers were 
left in darkness for two hours follow¬ 
ing the breakdown of a Eurostar 
train near Ashford. 

The Paris to London service came to 
a halt at about 10.45pm on Sunday 
and was stuck for nearly two hours. 

A second Eurostar train was used to 
collect the stranded passengers. 

About 100 travellers left the train 
at Ashford, with the rest continuing 
their journey onto London. It finally 
arrived at 2.35am the next morning. 

The incident, described by 
Eurostrar as a major technical fault, 
is the latest in a series of reliability 
problems that have plagued the train 
operator. 

A recent independent report blamed 
poor maintenance for six trains 
breaking down in Channel Tunnel 
just before Christmas. Because of 
mistakes in servicing the trains were 
vulnerable to failing in icy weather. 

The company has apologised to 
passengers for the latest breakdown 
and says it is carrying out an investi¬ 
gation into the incident.

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Lying driver caught on 
speed cam fined £800

A DRIVER facing a £60 fine ended 
up with a bill of more than £800 
after persistently denying she was 
at the wheel when the car was 
caught speeding. 

Susan Marion Toms, 59, from Willesborough, 
even surprised her own defence council when 
she suddenly pleaded guilty after weeks of 
maintaining that someone else had been driv¬ 
ing her Suzuki Wagon R. 

On May 8 last year, Mrs Toms’ car was 
snapped by a speed camera at The Esplanade, 
Sandgate, near Folkestone travelling 38mph in 
a 30mph zone. 

She got a letter asking for details of whoever 
was driving at the time, and wrote back saying 
she did not know who was driving her car. 

Investigations 

Mrs Toms’ also claimed her car keys had gone 
missing on May 4, and suggested the two 
events were linked. The loss of her keys was not 
reported to police until May 18. 

She stated she was at work in Ashford at the 
time the car was being driven along the 
esplanade, which her employer also confirmed. 

Officers from the enquiry team at The Kent 
and Medway Safety Camera Partnership car¬ 
ried out further investigations to clarify Mrs 
Toms’ version of events, and she was inter¬ 
viewed under caution at Ashford Police Station. 

Mrs Toms refused to answer any of the ques¬ 
tions put to her by police and was summoned to 
appear before magistrates. At her preliminary 


hearings she still main¬ 
tained her innocence. 

However, when she 
appeared in court on 
Friday charged with fail¬ 
ing to supply driver 
details, she changed her 
plea to guilty. 

Mr Keith Betts, defend¬ 
ing Mrs Toms, was sur¬ 
prised at her sudden 
change of mind and could 
offer no explanation to 
the court for her sudden 
guilty plea. 

In mitigation he stated 
she was of previous good 
character and had a clean 
driving licence. 

Because of continued 
denial of being involved in 
the incident and the time 
taken up by the case she 
was fined £800 plus a £15 
victim surcharge. 

She was also given six 
penalty points on her

PC ' Russell-Thomas 
from the Kent and 
Medway Safety Camera Partnership said: “We 
have an enquiry team working behind the 
scenes on these cases where people are being 
deliberately evasive, fraudulent or failing to 
supply driver details. 

“Drivers still think they can beat the system, 
however this, and many other, court cases 
demonstrate the seriousness of the offence and 
often result in more severe penalities.” 


Speed cam spokeman Katherine Barrett, 
added: “Safety cameras are installed where there 
is a histoiy of serious speed-related crashes. 

“The Truvelo camera on the Esplanade in 
Sandgate was installed in 2003 because there 
had been four people killed or seriously injured 
along that stretch of road. 

‘We just want people to slow down so that 
fewer casualties happen.” 


Boyfriend's snow 
antics cost driver 

A DRIVER who allowed her boyfriend to 
perform skids on a snow-covered car 
park has been given six points on her 
licence. 

Ashford magistrates heard that Katie 
Bounds, 20, from South Ashford stood by 
as she watched Christopher Noble per¬ 
form the stunts in icy conditions at the 
Tannery Lane car park near the Stour 
Centre late at night. 

Mr Noble is currently suspended from 
driving. By letting him get behind the 
wheel Miss Bounds had aided and abet¬ 
ted Mr Noble into an illegal act. 

Miss Bound’s defence lawyer told the 
court the couple had been unaware they 
were breaking the law. It was late and 
there was no danger to other road users. 
He said if she had known it was illegal 
she would not have allowed him to drive. 

Both Miss Bounds and Mr Noble 
pleaded guilty to the charges. 

She was given a given a conditional 
discharge of six months, six points on her 
licence and told to pay £85 costs.

TRAVEL disruption in the run up to 
Christmas has prompted Kent 
County Council to discuss Operation 
Stack. 

Cllr Nick Chard, cabinet member 
for highways, has asked for a meet¬ 
ing to be held with Kent Police, the 
Highways Agency, Dover council, 
Eurotunnel, Dover Harbour Board 
and ferry operators. 

Cllr Chard said: “The problems 
occurring in the week before 
Christmas when the port of Calais 
and Eurotunnel were closed have 
highlighted the need for a new con¬ 
tingency plan when large numbers of 
lorries and passenger cars are caught 
up in Operation Stack.” 

Meanwhile the council’s preferred 
solution of building a lorry park 
between junctions 10 and 11 of M20 
near Aldington is undergoing an 
environmental assessment. 


Given the economic climate and 
the prospect of all local authorities 
having to reduce spending, finding 
the funds to build the 2,500 space 
park looks increasingly difficult. 

Cllr Chard said: “Operation Stack 
is such an important issue for the 
people of Kent. We need to have con¬ 
certed action.” 

Ronald Lello from the Sellindge and 
District Residents’ Association said: 
“Imagine pouring millions of tons of 
concrete all over the land between 
Aldington and Sellindge just to 
accommodate lorries on the few days 
there are problems on the ferries. 

“There are 7,500 HGVs going in 
and out of Dover each day and by 
the time the park is built this is 
expected to rise to 13,000 and prob¬ 
ably more. What use then for a park 
which will not have enough space 
even for one day.”

council’s own sites already have a huge wait¬ 
ing list - a problem common in the UK. 

Ms Winchester said: “We still haven’t got a 
site because it’s quite an involved process. We 
first have to identify potential plots that are 
not about to be developed and are not used 
for agriculture. 

“Then we have to approach the owners to 
see if they would be happy to lease the land.” 

The group is holding a meeting today 
(Wednesday) to discuss the idea with inter¬ 
ested parties and to invite more people to 
take part. 

Homegrown produce will be available so 
people can see what can be achieved by DIY 
horticulture. 

Ms Winchester said: “We’d obviously like a 
big enough piece of land to meet the needs of 
the community, but would be grateful for 
whatever we can get. We want to get the 
word out that our community has this need.”

Remembering 
the Few aft 70

A SERIES of spectacular events will 
take place in Kent this summer to 
mark the 70th anniversary of the 
greatest air battle in history. 

The Battle of Britain, which was fought in the 
skies above the county, heralded a 
major turning point in Word War Two. 

Woithout aerial dominance, Hitler’s 
Nazis were prevented from mounting a 
planned invasion of Britain, stemming 
the tide of the German advance across 
Europe in 1940. 

From his home at Chartwell, near 
Westerham, Prime Minister Winston 
Churchill dubbed the battle Britain’s 
“finest hour”. 

To celebrate the 70th anniversary of 
the triumph, Biggin Hill Air Fair is plan¬ 
ning an airfield attack and aerial dis¬ 
play in June, and a major event will be staged at 
the National Memorial to the battle at Capel-le- 
Feme, near Folkestone, in July. 

The county’s Spitfire, The Spirit of Kent, will 
also soar above the War and Peace Show at the 
Hop Farm in Paddock Wood in July. 

The Battle of Britain raged over Kent from July 
10 until October 31, 1940, with brave RAF pilots 


winning spectacular dog-fights, despite being com¬ 
pletely outnumbered by the German Luftwaffe. 

In a rousing address from Chartwell, Churchill 
declared in August, 1940, that: “Never in the field 
of human conflict was so much owed by so many 
to so few.” 

The four months of intense aerial dogfights were 
fought above Kent to win dominance of the skies 
and also to protect London from Nazi attacks. 

There were 71 squadrons within RAF Fighter 
Command, and the airmen known as 
‘The Few’ came not only from Britain 
but also Poland, France, Belgium, 
Australia, Canada, New Zealand and 
South Africa. 

A major celebration of the 70th 
anniversary of the triumph is planned 
for July 11 this year at the National 
Memorial at Capel-le-Ferne, on the 
cliffs between Folkestone and Dover. 

The most famous RAF fighter station 
at Biggin Hill airfield, which is now an 
airport near Westerham, will commem¬ 
orate the anniversary at its 47th annu¬ 
al Air Fair on June 26-27. 

Events will include a spectacular airfield attack 
enhanced through sound, pyrotechnics and giant 
screens, to help create the summer of 1940. 

It will host a great number of Spitfires, 
Hurricanes and other key aircraft from the battle 
and has invited representatives and aircraft from 
the Allied nations to join the commemorations.

WARBIRDS TAKE TO THE 
COUNTY'S SKIES AGAIN 


TWO iconic Battle of Britain aircraft will return to the skies above Kent this year for the War and Peace Show. 

The popular annual event will be held at The Hop Farm in Paddock Wood just weeks after the celebrations 
marking the 70th anniversary of the turning point of World War Two. 

The county's Spitfire fighter Spirit of Kent and the German Messerschmitt 108 (pictured) will take to the 
skies on Sunday, July 25. 

Show organiser Rex Cadman said: "It will be good to hear the throaty roar of the Spitfire, particularly in 
such an important year, when we are celebrating the most significant event in the history of the RAF. 

"The aircraft's appearance at the War and Peace Show is a tribute to the courageous airmen whose skill 
and determination played a crucial role in turning defeat into victory. 

"The return of the Messerschmitt 108 provides a rare opportunity for people to see a German wartime air¬ 
craft in action. 

"This machine was not a fighter, in the style of its sister aeroplane the Messerschmitt 109, but these 
machines were very much in the frontline, serving on fighter squadrons in the communications role." 

Paul Campbell, of the Kent Spitfire, which has arranged the War and Peace Show display, said: "Both air¬ 
craft will be in authentic wartime livery and looking their best for such an important anniversary year." 


Language schools speechless over government visa rules 


A CLAMPDOWN on foreign students enter¬ 
ing the UK has sparked fears of a huge drop in 
numbers at Kent’s language schools, colleges 
and universities. 

Under new Home Office rules designed to 
reduce abuse of the system, visa applicants 
must now be able to speak a higher level of 
English before being allowed to stay. 

But while many are pleased the 
Government is cracking down on those who 
pretend to be students and instead find jobs, 
further education bodies in Kent rely heavily 
on foreign intakes and are concerned. 

Peter Worley, principal of Hilderstone 
College in Broadstairs, said: “I’d have thought 
every language school in the country and all 
the universities are aghast at these proposals. 


“It’s akin to dealing with an outbreak of weeds 
by bulldozing the garden. The Government is 
putting the language school industry at risk 
because it can’t organise its legislation properly. 

“Alan Johnson [the Home Secretary] says 
students wishing to study English must first 
have a good grasp of English, which is absurd. 

“It’s like saying you can’t learn to drive 
unless you have already driven; or can’t learn 
the trumpet until you have a good grasp of it.” 

Currently, anyone who successfully applies 
for a student visa can travel to the UK and 
work legally for up to 20 hours a week. 

Under the new rules, applicants from out¬ 
side the EU will have to speak English at a 
level just below GCSE standard, rather than 
beginner level as at present. 


Those taking courses below degree level will 
also only be allowed to work 10 hours a week. 

It is hoped the legislation will also reduce 
the threat of terrorism, but North Thanet Tory 
MP Roger Gale said: “The Home Secretary has 
ignored cross-party warnings that his propos¬ 
als will damage the interests of language 
schools, colleges and universities while doing 
nothing to address the real problem, which is 
illegal immigration and economic migration 
under the guise of seeking asylum. 

“Kent is already suffering as agents placing 
students are choosing locations other than the 
UK because of the uncertainty. 

‘We need to control immigration, but we need 
to remember foreign students are worth a great 
deal to our economy, in the short and long term, 


as graduates return to do business in Britain.” 

Most language schools are located along the 
south coast, with east Kent a particular hotspot. 

The sector is worth about £1.5 billion to the 
economy, and Margate Language Centre prin¬ 
cipal Jon Burton said he was “shocked, disap¬ 
pointed and bemused” that it was being put at 
risk by the new legislation. 

He said: “It’s not just the schools that will 
miss out, it’s Kent as a whole. Foreign stu¬ 
dents just won’t bother coming, yet they are an 
important part of the economy of the county.” 

Professor Julia Goodfellow, vice-chancellor of 
the University of Kent, said she didn’t think 
the legislation would affect applicants. 

She said: “The policy is not an issue for univer¬ 
sities as we have quite strong criteria anyway.”

How long have you had connections with Ashford? 


A My first full time job, post-university, was 
working in Eurostar’s Ashford call centre 
(2002). I’ve had associations with the town ever 
since. I was selected as the Liberal Democrats 
candidate for the 2005 election in Ashford in 
September 2004.

How did you get into politics?

MOVING ON: Times vary, but high-speed link is quick 


Just a minute, travel 
time is an estimate? 

SOUTHEASTERN has defended its position 
over the estimated time it takes to travel on the 
high-speed rail link to London. 

Confusion has arisen as to whether the time 
taken to get to St Pancras is actually 38 or 37 
minutes, as mentioned in much of the publicity 
before its launch in December. 

Jon Hay-Campbell, from the train operator, 
said: “The high-speed time on average is actu¬ 
ally about 37 minutes. When you look at 
national rail inquiries and especially the peak 
times, sometimes it is 35 minutes. Normally it 
is 36 in the peak, and off-peak it is sometimes 
38, so the reality is 37 minutes is the average.” 

Last week the train company said it might 
have to consider changing some of its publicity 
material to account for the timings. 

Ashford’s Future which promotes Ashford as 
Best Placed in Britain has used the 37-minute 
figure in much of its marketing material. 

It said it did not intend to alter any of its 
material to a new time. 

A spokesman said: “We have no intention of 
changing anything. The 37-minute figure was 
always considered an estimated time.”

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Badly behaved 

boars Ened up in 
fanners'sights

WILD boar wreaking havoc in the 
Kent countryside have forced des¬ 
perate farmers to demand a wide¬ 
spread cull. 

The herds are being blamed for killing 
lambs, destroying crops and, in the worst 
cases, attacking dogs, as they expand across 
the county. 

Some farmers have admitted to losing 
thousands of pounds each year as the pigs 
destroy their crops, with others having to 
fork out for new fences to replace ones ripped 
apart by the animals. 

And despite wild boar preferring the more 
wooded areas of the Kent and Sussex bor¬ 
ders, an increasing number are now being 
spotted in eastern parts of the county. 

Isabelle Bretherton, from the National 
Farmers’ Union (NFU), said this is unsur¬ 
prising as they are known to travel large dis¬ 
tances. 

“Once they have finished eating woodland 
plants in one area they will quickly move on 
to another,” she said. 

Risk of disease, damage to crops and 
attacks on livestock has pushed the NFU to 
back calls for management through culling. 

“At the moment there is no management 
and this needs to be looked at,” said Ms 


Bretherton. “Like any wildlife, when the pop¬ 
ulation reaches large levels, culling is sadly 
required. They shouldn’t be wiped out alto¬ 
gether, but numbers need to be controlled.” 

Experts believe there could be more than 
500 roaming between Kent and East Sussex. 

And without predators such as wolves, the 
animals are top of the food chain, meaning 
numbers are not controlled naturally. 

Hunting is permitted throughout the year 
and around 100 landowners have licences to 
cull them on their land. 

Meat stocks from the animals provide 
butchers with quality, sought-after produce, 
but those in the agricultural industry still 
believe numbers need to be managed. 

Diversity 

Critics, however, say wild boar add to the 
rich diversity of the countryside. 

Peter Smith, from the Wildwood Trust at 
Heme, near Canterbury, agreed there needs 
to be some control, but stressed they should 
not be eradicated. 

But farmer Jenny Farrant, who mns a 
farm in Beckley, on the border of Kent and 
Sussex, said some of her land has been 
destroyed, losing her about £50,000 over the 
years. 

The Department for Environment, Food 
and Rural Affairs has drawn up a three-year 
action plan to help mral communities in 
Kent deal with the problem. 


Glass half full for pubs minister 


LEADING names in Kent’s pub trade have 
raised doubts over what the industry’s new 
government minister can achieve just 
months before the general election. 

While welcoming the appointment of John 
Healey as Britain’s first pubs minister, both 
Shepherd Neame chief executive Jonathan 
Neame and Thorley Taverns 
operations director Phil Thorley 
remain sceptical about a position 
that may cease to exist if the 
Conservatives win power. 

Mr Thorley said: “It’s like win¬ 
ning a penalty after the final 
whistle has already been blown - 
too little, too late. 

“It’s good to see they’ve finally 
recognised the industry needs 
focus, but for me it’s just a token 
gesture in an attempt to win 
votes. 

“There’s something like 20 per 
cent fewer pubs today than when 
the Government came in 13 years 
ago, but they decide to appoint a 
minister just months before the 
election. We’ve had to deal with so many new 
laws and issues affecting the pub trade. It 
would take anyone time to understand them 
all, by the time John Healey does it will be 
too late for him to do anything about them.” 

The Thorley Taverns chain consists of 21 
pubs in east Kent as well as clubs, restau¬ 
rants and function rooms. 

An estimated 40 UK pubs have closed 
every week over the past year, with chal¬ 
lenges facing the industry including the 
recession, high rents, the smoking ban, 
changing consumer habits and cheap alcohol 


in supermarkets. It is understood Mr Healey 
will consider introducing business tax breaks 
and relaxed planning laws to help pubs sur¬ 
vive, something Mr Neame - chief executive 
of Britain’s oldest brewer - is keen to see 
come to fruition. He said: “To have a single 
point of contact for the industry is extremely 
beneficial, because previously we 
would have to deal with different 
departments for different issues 
and it was all very dysfunctional. 

“But the obvious question is: 
what’s he here for and what does 
he propose to do? 

“Essentially the Government’s 
policy on alcohol over the last 15 
years has favoured vodka and 
cider over beer, and nightclubs 
and supermarkets over tradition¬ 
al pubs, and we would like to see 
that reversed.” 

Mr Neame said he had already 
written to Mr Healey with sug¬ 
gestions of how he could help the 
pub trade, including freezing 
beer duty and offering rates relief 
for pubs that provide other community serv¬ 
ices like internet access, public toilets and 
post offices. 

A self-confessed beer lover, Mr Healey is a 
member of the All-Party Parliamentary Beer 
group and a regular at pubs in his 
Wentworth constituency in South Yorkshire. 

He said: ‘While we can’t stop every pub 
from closing, it’s right we do everything pos¬ 
sible to back them. 

“But they need help now, so I am deter¬ 
mined to have a deal on the table with a 
package of help in the next few weeks.”

Nick Chard, Kent County Council’s cabinet 
member for environment highways and waste, 
said: “Aldington Primary School is one of near¬ 
ly 200 schools working to gain a Clean Kent 
Schools accreditation. I am particularly 
impressed that the children are not only keep¬ 
ing their school grounds clean and tidy, but 
also their village for the benefit of others.” 

The Clean Kent campaign is a multi-agency 
scheme designed to clamp down on problems 
such as litter, fly-tipping and abandoned cars. 
The Schools Scheme provides schools with the 
resources to combat litter, educational tools 
including practical and classroom-based work 


and support from Clean Kent officers through¬ 
out the accreditation process. 

The school now hopes that the village will 
back a new scheme to introduce micro-genera¬ 
tion energy sources to the school so they can 
reduce their carbon footprint. 

Sandra MacCourt, headteacher at Aldington 
Primary, said: “I am very proud of the achieve¬ 
ments of the pupils at the school. They set 
themselves clear goals and worked purpose¬ 
fully towards achieving them. 

“The school has already attained Eco-school 


Green Flag, runs a Walking Bus and is active¬ 
ly participating in the Bike-It scheme. The 
Clean Kent School Red Flag award takes us a 
step further towards becoming a sustainable 
school and has helped to raise children’s 
awareness of how they can contribute, as good 
citizens, to enhancing their local environ¬ 
ment.”

You won't hear the word 'sorry' 
at the bottom of a Kent pothole 


SOMETHING extraordinary happened 
last week: the county council apologised 
for the state of the roads and the num¬ 
ber of potholes that made driving all but 
impossible in some parts. 

Crumbs, a touch of humility from County Hall 
- something, it’s fair to say, that we’re not overly 
used to in this part of the world. 

Had KCC leader Paul Carter not been feeling 
well? One of those nasty winter chills, perhaps? 
Or maybe the county’s highways chief Nick 
Chard was a little dazed and confused after 
pranging his car an icy road? 

Although the latter might seem the best bet 
given the number of us who have suffered a sim¬ 
ilar fate of late, neither of the above misfortunes 
were, to my knowledge, true. 

And, you shouldn’t be surprised to learn, the 
apology didn’t come from our leaders at Maid¬ 
stone, but from Staffordshire County Council. 

Not a part of the country I know well, but how 
refreshing to find a local authority ready to hold 
up its collective hands and say sorry, we know 
this wasn’t good enough and we’ll get it sorted. 

It all contrasts rather depressingly with the 


bluster emanating from our county hall, where 
an increasingly arrogant, pompous and self- 
important leadership appears to consider itself 
beyond the slightest reproach. 

Consider the Icelandic banking fiasco that 
claimed £50 million of KCC’s cash. That’s our 
cash, by the way. Your cash. 

Were we offered an apology for KCC having 
been so careless with our money? 

OK, let’s return quickly to the real world and 
recall what we did in fact get - a barrage of 
bleating and whining that the nasty old Audit 
Commission had decreed KCC’s performance in 
the Icelandic affair to have been ‘negligent’. 

Legal action was threatened - using our cash, 
your cash - if the commission didn’t remove the 
word ‘negligent’ from its report. 

Presumably not fancying a potentially lengthy 
court squabble, the commission ‘downgraded’ the 
negligence charge to ‘careless’. 

I’m not convinced a ‘careless’ local authority 
should be handling our millions, but we must live 
with what we’ve got... a group seemingly more con¬ 
cerned with promoting its own sanctity than doing 
what is necessary to keep the county running. 

And that, it is all too often forgotten, involves 


the mundane: disposing of our rubbish, keeping 
our libraries stocked with an up-to-date selection 
of books, keeping our roads in a drivable state... 

Which many of them are not at the moment. 
I’ve (thus far) got away lightly this winter -1 just 
need my car’s tracking fixed after thumping into 
one pothole too many - but countless people will 
have been forking out for smashed wheels, shred¬ 
ded tyres, wrecked suspensions and so on as the 
shocking state of the county’s roads has taken its 
toll. 

So when Cllr Carter is next unveiling his vision 
(spare us!) to an adoring audience about how he 
would like to cover yet more countryside with 
another road across the Thames, or how he would 
like a series of lorry parks across Kent, or how he 
would so like to emulate the wondrous achieve¬ 
ments of the Victorians, perhaps someone close to 
him might venture to suggest that keeping open 
the roads we’ve got should be the priority. 

Oh, and learning how to say sorry once in a 
while when he or his authority gets it wrong.

The Kent Green Party is urging 
people to campaign against these 
cuts, for the sake of our young 
people and everyone who wants 
access to university education. 

The university sector is expecting 
to turn away up to 300,000 would-be 
students in the autumn, including 
applicants from all over Kent and 
Medway. Government cuts in 
funding are to blame. Kent-based 
universities and colleges are all very 
likely to be turning students away. 

The Government found £37 billion 
in a single day as part of its strategy 
to prop up the banking system. At a 
time of rising unemployment, and 
bearing in mind persistent skills 
shortages in the UK, it cannot be 
acceptable to put people on the dole 
rather than into Higher Education. 

UCAS says applications from 
home students are already 22 per 
cent above last year, and overseas 
applications are up 28.7 per cent. 


The University and College Union 
has already quite rightly condemned 
the proposed cuts, which threaten the 
future careers of these applicants. 
Cuts can be made elsewhere. 

Government should not cut the 
futures of those prepared to take on 
the challenges, and costs, of 
university education.

Glimpse of heaven too 
much of a good thing

THERE is life after death in Peter 
Jackson’s visually-stunning inter¬ 
pretation of the bestseller by Alice 
Sebold, which proves to be one 
adaptation too far for the Oscar- 
winning director of The Lord Of 
The Rings trilogy and King Kong. 

Cutting back and forth between the real 
world and a colour-saturated heavenly limbo, 
The Lovely Bones details the efforts of a mur¬ 
dered 14-year-old schoolgirl who helps her 
grieving father apprehend her killer from 
beyond the grave. 

In doing so, the girl’s tortured spirit can 
attain lasting peace, along with those of the 
murderer’s other victims. 

Jackson’s screenplay, co-written with wife 
Fran Walsh and Philippa Boyens, is caught in 
its own limbo, unable to bridge the narrative 
divide between the two planes where the story 
unfolds. 

A miasma of computer-generated special 
effects in the otherworldly sections is distract¬ 
ing and we yearn for a speedy return to the 
drabness of reality. 

Fantasy is vastly overrated. 

The story begins with youngster Susie 
Salmon, played by Saoirse Ronan, on her way 
home from school in early December 1973. 

She is lured to her death by neighbour 
George Harvey (Stanley Tucci), who dismem¬ 
bers the girl and hides her remains in a cast- 
iron safe in his basement. 

Detective Len Fenerman and his colleagues 
never find Susie, just her woollen hat in a 
cornfield and traces of the girl’s blood. 

The teenager’s father, Jack (Mark

Wahlberg), mother Abigail (Rachel Weisz) and 
booze-soaked grandmother Lynn (Susan 
Sarandon) are denied a chance to bury the 
child. 

Jack sacrifices his marriage to embark on a 
tireless campaign to track down his daughter’s 
killer, but there is no evidence, and the police 
grow tired of his theories. 

Classmate Ruth Conners is touched by 
Susie’s spirit and could perhaps provide that 
vital link between life and death.

“Mr Harvey began to feel a familiar itch,” 
confides the murdered teenager in voiceover. 
“It had been a long time now...” 

The Lovely Bones is hamstrung by 
Wahlberg’s inability to convey a single genuine 
emotion. He wrings crocodile tears in vain and 
tries to make us care about his patriarch’s 
quest for vengeance. 

Ironically, the dead have far more life, espe¬ 
cially Ronan, who delivers Sebold’s words in 
heart-tugging voiceover: “I would like to tell 
you that it is beautiful here, that I am, as you 
will one day be, forever safe... but it’s not quite 
like that.”

You pay extra for the trips and some are 
expensive (£135 for a ten-hour guided tour of 
Rome), but there are shorter, cheaper trips to 
from which to choose. 

And after a hard day sightseeing, it is com¬ 
forting to know that you will be soon be back 
to the comfort of the ship, where food - and 
more food - awaits. 

In Barcelona, the transfer from airport to 
ship was slick and easy, and the Brilliance Of 
The Seas offered all we could expect, and 
more. Some passengers treated themselves to 
a short break in Barcelona before we sailed. 

On board, meal times are as flexible as they 
can make them. There is fixed-time dining in 
two sittings in the swish Minstrel Restaurant, 
where you mostly share a table for ten, or you

can opt for anytime dining by arrangement. 

There is also a serve-yourself eating area, 
the Windjammer, and various snack stations 
throughout the ship. 

In the two speciality restaurants, the Chops 
Grill boasts ‘the best steak on the high seas’ 
while the Portofino serves Italian food. Both 
charged about £12 extra per person. 

All cabins - or staterooms as cruise lines call 
them - have a TV and a hairdryer, and I could 
not fault the cabin service. 

Food and entertainment - superb shows 
every night in the Pacific Theatre and various 
bar combos around the ship - are included in 
the price, although alcoholic drinks cost extra. 

We saw something of so many places in 12 
days that would have cost much more going 
independently, and a cocoon of cruise-ship 
comfort was a good way of doing it.

Housing market frozen 
as snow hits county 

THE recent snowfall and icy conditions 
have affected the mortgage market, put¬ 
ting a hold on many transactions, 
according to one industry expert. 

All aspects of the sector came to a 
standstill, according to Catherine 
Heamden, director of financial advice 
firm MyMortgageDirect. 

“Surveyors weren’t able to get proper¬ 
ties, people weren’t able to view, estate 
agents were closed, solicitors weren’t 
available,” she explained. 

Traditionally, warmer weather sees 
housing activity pick up, with Easter a 
key time for people to start looking at 
houses, the mortgage expert continued. 

Figures from the Royal Institution of 
Chartered Surveyors revealed that 
house prices rose again in January but 
buyer interest and new instructions to 
sell fell. Newly-agreed sales fell for the 
first time in 10 months amid the winter 
conditions. 

Lending shortage puts 
squeeze on landlords 

A TOTAL of 46,000 homes were repos¬ 
sessed in 2009, according to the Council 
of Mortgage Lenders - a rise of 15 per 
cent on the previous year and the high¬ 
est number since 1995. 

“Lending continues to be scarce and 
there seems to be no sign of banks relax¬ 
ing lending,” says David Plaister, manag¬ 
ing director of property letting experts 
LetAssured. 

“With the number of repossessions at a 
14-year high, the banks’ ability to lend is 
entrenched, and there will continue to be 
a shortage of funds for landlords in 2010. 

“It’s a shame that the number of repos¬ 
sessions is causing banks to hold back on 
lending for good landlords who can 
afford to borrow. 

“Good landlords should to be allowed 
to grow their portfolios. House prices are 
ideal so it’s a great time to buy, but 
there’s still no finance available.” 



There's room for optimism 
as the price rise continues

LAST month saw house prices rise 
for the seventh consecutive time, 
according to the Halifax House 
Price Index. 

The increase was a moderate 0.6 per cent 
and takes the average price to 9.9 per cent 
above its trough in April 2009. 

The first weeks of February have also seen 
increased activity in the market causing opti¬ 
mistic forecasts from analysts about the com¬ 
ing months. 

According to the Halifax, the Bank of 
England’s interest rate reductions have boost¬ 
ed housing demand, which, coupled with low 
supply, pushed up prices. 

It suggested that house prices would remain 
flat during 2010, as more people put their 
properties up for sale. 

Currently, the average house price is 
£169,777, up £15,287 since April last year, 
while further property figures from Halifax 
have revealed that house prices increased by 
105 per cent during the past ten years. 

The Noughties saw prices go up by more in 
real terms than in any other decade during 
the last 50 years. 

In the latest survey, the Rightmove House 
Price Index for February 2010 reveals the 
largest monthly increase since April 2007 and 
represents a year-on-year increase of 6.1 per 
cent. 

Sellers appear to be hoping for a prosperous 
new year, and are asking an average of 3.2 per 
cent more than last month. 

This average rise is surprising, given the dif¬ 
ficult UK and global economic picture, say 
experts. 

However property in popular locations, such 
as Kent, remains in short supply, supporting 
upwards price pressure. 

Miles Shipside, commercial director of 
Rightmove said: “A price jump of more than 


three per cent is more comparable to the pre- 
credit-crunch boom-times. 

“Sellers are setting their sights higher, and 
some agents are going along with them in 
order to win scarce instructions. 

“Property for sale remains scarce in popular 
areas, but new supply to the market has to be 
priced at what buyers are willing to pay.” 

Rightmove site traffic is regarded across the 
market as a good barometer of prospective 


buyer intent, with January proving to be a 
record month. 

Pages viewed were up 29 per cent on 
January 2009, at 710 million. 

January and February are the traditional 
time for bargain hunters to start shopping 
around, although analysts say with prices 
recovering there will be fewer bargains to be 
had this year, and agents and sellers may have 
to work harder to put a deal together. 


Don't let fraudsters steal your home 


THE Land Registry has launched a Protect 
your Property Campaign to help homeowners 
who are most at risk of fraud. 

Via the Central Office of Information’s reg¬ 
ister of 6,500 organisations they will be dis¬ 
tributing a Protect your Property leaflet giving 
information on how people, especially those in 
vulnerable groups, can protect their most 
valuable asset. 

The leaflet can also be downloaded from the 
Land Registry website. 

Peter Rodd, a Partner at Thanet based 
Solicitors, Boys & Maughan said: “The Land 
Registry’s campaign provides homeowners 


with information to help them protect their 
property. 

“If you are mortgage-free, no longer live at 
your property or are a buy-to-let landlord, you 
should make sure the Land Registry has your 
details, so they can contact you when someone 
makes an enquiry about your property.” 

Last year an attempted fraud was discov¬ 
ered and prevented by the Land Registry 
because, among other anti-fraud procedures, 
the owners of the property that was being 
“stolen” had kept their address for service up 
to date. 

The couple had paid off the mortgage on a 


property they were letting and lived at anoth¬ 
er address. 

Because they lived elsewhere, they’d sup¬ 
plied their home address as well as that of the 
let property as contact addresses for the Land 
Registry. 

Fraudsters impersonating the couple tried 
to change the named owners on the Land 
Registry record so they could take over owner¬ 
ship of the let property, but the Land Registry 
contacted the couple immediately at both 
addresses and they were able to object to the 
transfer of ownership and prevent their prop¬ 
erty from being stolen.

It should provoke much discussion 
before arriving in October through its 
bug-eyed funky chunky styling, designed 
to appeal particularly to the ‘bloke 
market’ in an increasingly effete sector. 



A lion king' in waiting 

PEUGEOT launches its stunning new 
RCZ sports car in May, but it has already 
won an international internet poll - 
‘most beautiful car of 2009’. 

A dream car at a near everyday price, 
the French lion brand will sell it here for 
£20,450 and undercut cheapest versions 
of the rival Audi TT by some £6,000 
while offering more standard kit. 

The sumptuous interior of last year’s 
308CC also suggests Peugeot has the 
handle on the cabin quality needed to 
complement the RCZ’s stunning looks.

Hyundai's Santa Fe now 
proud to wear its badge 



LAST time I drove Hyundai’s 
Santa Fe, I suggested chucking the 
badges away. 

Most people would then think it cost twice 
the price, guaranteeing entry to the poshest 
social gathering. 

Things have moved on though: a spectacular 
economic crash has made most people less 
badge-conscious and the Korean brand is now 
seen as offering more than value-for-money 
and a standard five-year warranty. 

After hearing quibbles about the 2006-vin¬ 
tage Santa Fe, Hyundai has also incorporated 
remedies into a tidy 2010 facelift. 

It is even better value than before too; a 
simplified range starts from a bargain £21,495 
and the thirsty petrol option has been dropped. 

A much reduced premium of £750 buys you 
an extra pair of seats to add seven-seat MPV 
status to the Santa Fe’s decent 4x4 prowess, 
plus self-levelling rear suspension and rear 
privacy glass as standard. 

And if the cleaned-up exterior and big trape¬ 
zoidal exhausts threatens posh rivals then the 
new look interior will worry them even more. 

Plasticky wood trim is replaced by more 


contemporary ‘carbon black’ and everything 
feels robust and of decent quality, with many 
stowage places. Standard kit includes revers¬ 
ing sensors, air con and a sound system with 
aux/USB connection and full iPod control. 

Unfortunately, the indicator stalk is mount¬ 
ed to the right - unlike most of the marque’s 
other models - but this is a small minus 
against the big plus from a new all-aluminium 
194bhp 2.2-litre diesel in this revised car. 

Even with the slightly deadening effect of 
the six-speed auto ‘box on the test car 
(Premium trim five-seat auto £24,745), the 
Santa Fe feels lively for its size, hitting 62mph 
in 10.2 seconds while averaging nearly 40mpg 
- 41.5mpg in manual format. 

Electronic stability control (ESP) is standard 
and handling is impressive; the car’s height is 
not accompanied by unacceptable leaning on 
bends or, at the other extreme, a hard ride. 

Of course, it is more ‘soft’ than off-roader, but 
the Santa Fe should tackle rough ground well; 
it runs mostly in two-wheel drive but switches 
extra traction to rear wheels when a loss of 
grip is sensed. If you are really mired though, 
full four-wheel drive can be selected by a 
switch on the dash.

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GO AHEAD: Redevelopment of St Lawrence 

Kent ground plans 
reignited by new 
housing partner 

THE £8.2 million redevelopment of 
Kent’s St Lawrence Ground is firmly 
back on track after the club announced a 
new housing partner this week. 

The club were at the advance stages of 
their ambitious plans to redevelop coun¬ 
ty headquarters in Canterbury two 
years ago, but the credit crunch and the 
loss of housing partner Persimmon halt¬ 
ed their progress. 

The county have now secured a part¬ 
nership with Bellway Pic who will now 
build on two plots of land bought from 
the club, on the Bat and Ball site and the 
county’s current net practice area. 

A planning application will now be 
submitted to Canterbury City Council, 
who incidentally loaned Kent £4 million 
to help with redevelopment costs in 
November, with the result expected in 
three months. 

For the club’s acting chief executive, 
Jamie Clifford, it heralds the end of what 
he admitted has been a long process. 

“I’m sure it’s taken a lot longer than 
the general public would have liked, but 
realistically these things take time,” he 
said. “Effectively this has taken longer 
because Persimmon pulled out. 

Facilities 

“We have worked on this for a while. We 
began this process way back when 
Persimmon pulled out and we put it back 
out to market and start the whole selec¬ 
tion process again. It’s taken longer than 
in an ideal world, we would have wanted.” 

The club hope the redevelopment, 
which includes a hotel, conference facili¬ 
ties, health and fitness centre, stand 
refurbishment, floodlights and hospitali¬ 
ty boxes, will get under way during the 
summer, but that will be determined by 
Bellway, who now own the land. 

Clifford said the county are looking for¬ 
ward to working closely with their new 
housing partners and feels there is finally 
light at the end of the tunnel, describing 
the housing deal as a “defining moment.” 

He said: “It’s now up to Bellway as to 
when they start work and if I’m honest I 
don’t know when that will be, but we will 
be encouraging them to fit it in around 
the summer when we have cricket on.” 


LEON Camier is setting his sights 
on two points finishes from the open¬ 
ing round of the World Superbike 
Championship this weekend. 

The 23-year-old reigning British Superbike 
champion lines up on the grid at Australia’s 
Phillip Island circuit on Sunday for the opening 
round of his debut season in the world series. 

The Ashford rider, who dominated the British 
Superbike Championship last year clinching a 
record 19 wins from 26 races, will face his 
toughest challenge yet as he comes up against 
the world’s best riders. 

Camier can expect a much tougher season 
compared to last year and in winter testing, has

struggled to get the best out of the new Aprilia 
works machine. Taking into account his pace in 
testing he admitted a race victory is unlikely in 
Australia, but remains confident he will be 
challenging for victories this season. 

He said: “It’s a dream come true to be racing 
in the championship as this is what I’ve been 
aiming for since I started racing. We haven’t got 
the bike where we want it at the moment, but 
we will be working hard on it. Once we do that, 
we will be right up there and challenging. 

“It’s a massive step up from the British 


Championship and it will be tough, but I don’t 
fear any of the riders. I’ve raced against them 
last year and I showed what I can do. It’s going 
to be interesting - the Ducati’s look strong and 
so does James Toseland and Jonathan Rea. It’s 
hard to call at the moment.” 

The Aprilia rider has completed six World 
Superbike Championship races as a wild card 
entry before this weekend’s opening round. His 
best result so far has been sixth, which he 
achieved at Donington Park last June and at 
the final round of the season at Portugal’s 
Portimao circuit in October. 

Eclipsing last year’s best race finish will be 
his first target in Australia. The first of two 
races from the opening round of the season 
begins at lam on Sunday.

ASHFORD went down to a heavy defeat in 
Kent 1 on Saturday, when they were beaten 
56-13 by Guys’ Hospital at their Honor Oak 
Park ground. 

Having lost the reverse fixture 22-5 at home 
back in November, Ashford were travelling in 
hope rather than expectation and they proved 
no match for a Guy’s side who are making a 
charge for promotion. 

Coach Dai Fussell said the scoreline was 
harsh and was critical of the refereeing, but 
also admitted some of the wounds were self- 
inflicted. 

“The score did flatter them a little bit and I 
don’t like to blame referees, but he was veiy, 
veiy poor,” he said. “But a couple of our play¬ 
ers went down because they’d been drinking 


the night before the game,” he added, clearly 
unimpressed. 

Dave Connell scored Ashford’s only try, with 
the rest of their points coming courtesy of JJ 
Murray’s boot but Connell is a major worry for 
the home game against Sheppey on Saturday. 

Fussell said: “His back has been playing up 
and he’s had to have physio to get him 
through games, but apart from him we 
should all be okay.” 

Ashford thrashed Sheppey 46-10 at The 
Ditch back in September, but the resurgent 
Islanders have won four straight games and 
are now just a point behind Ashford in the 
table. 

“They’ve had a few good wins,” Fussell said. 
“They put 50-points on Erith the other week 
and although we put 40-points on them 
earlier in the season, it’ll be a totally different 
game.”

Lovell says victory 
was always on his 
mind despite deficit 

“NEVER in doubt” is the standard phrase 
used by managers when their team pulls off 
something dramatic, but Ashford Town boss 
Steve Lovell was always optimistic his side 
would get a result against Horsham YMCA. 

“When we went 2-0 down I didn’t think 
they deserved it,” he said. “But I was always 
confident we could get something and we 
proved that with the way the game turned 
out. In fairness we had loads of chances and 
could have won it by a lot more than 3-2.” 

The game turned on a series of penalty 
decisions by the referee, with both sides 
scoring after contentious awards. Lovell was 
unhappy with Horsham’s first-half spot- 
kick, but admitted the late penalty his side 
were awarded was mystifying and that jus¬ 
tice was done - albeit in a roundabout way. 

Wrong 

“Their second goal was a very good one, 
but the penalty was wrong,” he said. “The 
lad just threw himself over Laurence 
Harvey, who was just standing there and 
you could tell it wasn’t a penalty just by the 
way he went down. 

“For our one I think a fellow did take 
somebody out, but we had a couple of shouts 
that were far stronger than that earlier in 
the game.” 

Lovell feels the Nuts & Bolts are finally 
starting to reap the benefits of having an 
injury-free squad for the first time this season. 

He said: “We’ve only got 17 or 18 players 
and the last two weeks is the only time 
we’ve had everyone back. 

“Hopefully now we can keep everyone 
together, because the mood in the camp has 
always been good. Even when times were 
bad the mood was good because we knew 
we had to stick together.” 

The team emerged from the Horsham 
game virtually unscathed, with the only 
concern a minor tweak for Craig Cloke, who 
came off with ten minutes left, though 
Lovell said the change was tactical. 

“I took to go three at the back and as soon 
as I did it we scored. Sometimes that works, 
sometimes it doesn’t,” he admitted.
